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SAL 8 dap ot October nert, We having had reaſon to believe at the time of 
a the laid Pꝛoꝛogation, that Our Affairs might have permitted the 
AAttendante of the Members of both Houſes on Our Service and 
| EVE their own Occaũons in their reſpective Countries, until that time: We 
now finding this Our Kingdom Invaded during a Treaty of Peace, 

and eſteeming Our Selk ever moſt ſafe in the Advice and Affection 
of Dur People in Parliament, Have therefoze, and foz divers urgent Cauſes moving 
Us thereunto, thought fit, and reſolved by and with the Advice,of Our P2ivy Council, 
to call together both Our Houſes df Parliament; And do therefoze hereby ſtraitly 
Charge and Command all and every the Lozds Spiritual and Tempozal, and all 
Knights of Shires, Citizens of Cities, Burgelſes of Boꝛoughs, and Barons of the 
Cinque-pozts of this pzeſent Parliament, That they and every of them do perſonally 
appear, reaſſemble themſelves,and give their Attendance at Weſtminſter on the Twenty 
fifth day of July nert, then and there to Treat and Adviſe of the weighty Afﬀairs of 
Our Kingdom And all Aſſiſtants of Our Houſe of Peers, and Officers and Mini⸗ 
ſters of cither Houſe of Parliament, are hereby required and cnjoyned to give their At- 
tendance accoꝛdingly. Given at Our Court at Whitehall, the 260 day of Fune 1667. in the 
Nineteenth year of Our Reign.
